Death of Miss Johnson: Tile death 
of Miss Elizabeth Johnston, which 
occurred in this place on l^st Tues­ 
day afternoon, deserves more than 
a passing notice.

She 
was not only possessed of great 
physical vitality, but had a remark­ 
ably clear and discriminating mind, 
with an exceptionally accurate and 
retentive memory. She could con­ 
verse, from memory, of the days of 
Washington, and recollected dis­ 
tinctly when he passed through 
Franklin county on his way to sup­ 
press the whiskey insurrection, and 
when the news of his death was first 
received at Greencastle. 
We have 
heard her speak of Napoleon’s re­ 
turn from Elba and his defeat at 
Waterloo, and talk most entertain­ 
ingly of the people and events of 75 
and 80 years ago. In her youthful 
days she more than once made the 
trip from her home to the extreme 
western part of Pennsylvania on 
horseback. 
She was a devoted member of the 
Presbyterian church, having united 
with this church when she was six­ 
teen years old. She was a shining 
example of every Christian grace. 
Aunt Betsy will be long and pleas­ 
antly remembered by all who knew 
her.
